Quaker Meetings, Peace Pledge Union and Fellowship of Reconciliation Groups 
and branches of the Anglican Pacifist Fellowship have been asked to act upon Dr. Donald 
Soper’s call to action made at the big “ Ban the H-bomb—outlaw war” meeting in

Friends House, Euston, last week. 


Reminded of Dr. Soper’s words that 
“there are no new ways of propaganda,” 
members of the bodies forming the 
Standing Joint Pacifist Committee and 
sympathisers are asked to undertake the 
following work : 


1. Wide distribution of leaflets, at street 
corners, outside stations and public meetings, 
and from door to door. 


Keep en Lebbying 


2. Keeping “all on” at Members of Parlia- 
ment, Cabinet Ministers and Shadow Cabinet 


Ministers. This can be done: 

(a) By writing to your MP. 

(b) By going to the House of Commons 
and asking to see him. 


(c) By asking for an interview with him 
when he is in his constituency. 


(d) By finding out where he, or any other 
MP, or Minister is speaking in your 
neighbourhood, attending the meeting and 
asking at some stage in the meeting, what he 
is doing about the H-bomb. When the 
campaign reaches its height it will be impos- 
sible for any MP to attend a meeting 
without this question arising, Two or three 
people to do this sitting in at a ae of 
the hall is the most effective method. 


. Where there are local groups, arrangements 
should be made for poster parading. There 
are sets of posters suitable for such work 
available at 7s. 6d. for 18. 


. Visit or write to all local clergy asking them 
whether they approve of the H-bomb, and 
if not, what are they going to do about it. 

.If you are a member of a Trade Union or 
local political party raise the question at 
branch meetings. 


6. Write to the Press. A start could be made 
by asking the Editor of your daily news-

BUDAPEST, May 24 


TINHE football match here between Hungary 
4 and Great Britain established a record 
for attendance. Eight hundred thousand 
enthusiasts applied for admission to the well- 
constructed stands. Among the lucky ones who 
got in to sce Britain beaten 7-1 were 70 British 
visitors. 

The British officials and visitors praised the 
Hungarian team and have been much 
impressed by the hospitality they are receiv- 
ing. Apart from the official programme they 
are exploring the city of Budapest, visiting 
shops and meeting the population as they 
go about. 

Sporting events can help to break down the 
barriers between nations. At a reception on 
May 21, the British Minister in Budapest said 
to Hungarian journalists: 

“Tam very pleased with the match and 
can say that sport, particularly football, 
brings people closer to each other. I also 
saw the Hungarian National Dance Ens- 
emble and I am sure that not only your 
footballers, but also this Ensemble would 
have a tremendous success in England.” 
The British visitors were delighted with the 

performance of the Dance Ensemble and hope 
to see them again in London. 

Excursions to Stalinvaros and to Lake 
Ballaton are included in the visitors’ pro- 
gramme. 

After the match a banquet was arranged 
by the Hungarian Sporting Association, 
attended by the British Minister, the President 
of the Football Association and the two teams.

E had no doubt whatever that the United States had called 
off the H-bomb tests, Ritchie Calder, Science Editor of the 
News Chronicle, told a meeting in Wimbledon, this week. 


They had called them off because they had regard for public 
opinion and also because they were wrong about the last explosion and 


they were afraid to go wrong again. 


Behind much of the present tests there was the attitude of “little 
men trying to prove they had spent Congress money wisely, to escape 


from an enquiry.” 


Mr. Oppenheimer had advised America against going ahead with 


the H-bomb. 
1, Because of moral scruples ; 
2. Because of the expense ; and 


3, Because he knew that they were scientifically unequipped to cope 


with it. 


The first-rate scientists had refused to have anything to do with 
the H-bomb, and the experiments had been on the authority of the 


second, third and fourth-rate scientists, against 
the advice of the first-rate. 


They had intended to go ahead with a 
bomb equal to 45 million tons of TNT. 
They stopped, and in Mr. Calder’s view 
eg opinion, “had an awful lot to do with 
t. 


The very latest idea was to have a cobalt 
bomb. It was theoretically calculable that the 
human race could be wiped out in three years 
with this, through the effects of radio-activity 
on all plant and animal life on earth. It was 
quite irrelevant how many bombs there were 
on either side. Once it was demonstrated that 
it could be made there would be no point in 
going on making it because it could not be 
stockpiled. 

Mr. Calder approved of Coventry refusing 
to take part in Civil Defence. If more public 
bodies would say “count us out” it would 
show just how futile it all was and just 
how strong the feeling was in the country. 


“Do not ever underestimate public opinion,” 
he said. ‘Without any question at all the 
‘Peace With China’ campaign got rid of 
General McArthur.” 


H-BOMB VICTIMS 
PETITION UN 


LEADING citizens of the Marshall 

Islands have petitioned the United 
Nations to ask them to urge America to 
stop experimenting with atomic weapons 
in the area of their homeland. 


They said that some of the inhabitants of 
the atolls of Rongelap and Utirik were suffer- 
ing from sickness due to radioactivity. Their 
blood count was lowered, they were suffering 
from burns, nausea and. the falling out of hair. 

Much danger might have been avoided they 
went on if they had been aware that the 
water which they drank was radioactive. 

The US ambassador, Henry Cabot Lodge 
said the US was “very sorry indeed.” How- 
ever the tests will go on for the US has 
recently approved the establishment of a 
permanent testing staff in the Marshalls— 
territory which they hold in trust on behalf 
of UN. 7

The Parliamentary Labour Party is 
attempting to work out a defence policy 
in the light of the H-bomb. 

The Foreign Affairs and Defence 


IN his speech on April Sth, Mr. Attlee 
* stated clearly and concisely with the 
unanimous support of the Party the reasons 
why the discovery of the H-bomb had pre- 
sented the world with a new problem and 
argued that the potential danger to humanity 
and civilisation which might result following 
an explosion of the H-bomb called for an 
immediate meeting of the Big Three for the 
purpose of considering the situation. 


Mr. Attlee said that “we believe that civili- 
sation is in great danger, that the bomb would 
put out of action New York, that it could 
devastate Moscow, Paris, Sydney or any other 
of the great cities of the world.” 


Mr. Attlee stressed the fact that “we have 
very great industrial cities and they are today 
exposed to destruction by a single blow.” 


Ought we not then:to put to ourselves the 
questions, “To what extent is our Defence 
Policy up to now relevant to these possi- 
bilities? ” 

“Is there any adequate defence of our big 
cities and industrial centres possible in the 
event of a hydrogen bomb attack?” 


Can we afford deep shelters ? 


The facts are that while certain American 
cities have made elaborate preparations and a 
city like’ Stockholm has made deep under- 
ground shelters, no British city has any 
adequate shelter for its civilian population. 

How hopelessly unprepared for atom 
bomb attack Britain is, has been clearly 
demonstrated in the Report of the recently 
published Select Committee on Civil 

Defence. 


Would a Labour Government be 
embark on a huge programme of deep under- 
ground shelters at an enormous cost for 
London and our other big industrial centres? 
This would mean a big reduction in the housing 

ogramme, the building of new schools and 

spitals and the other schemes involving 
capital investment advocated in Challenge to 
Britain.

EMRYS HUGHES, M.P. ON THE LOGIC 


OF THE ATTLEE SPEECH

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WHAT KIND OF MEN? 


WE asked Mr. Denis Healey, as one of the Labour MPs 

who consistently applies militarist considerations to 
foreign policy, to write an article for Peace News showing 
at what point he would feel justified in using the hydrogen 
bomb. 


That it was a question that was being asked in a very 
personal sense was made clear by the title we suggested, which 
was “ When I would drop a hydrogen bomb.” 


Mr. Healey declined to write this article but sent a short 
letter which he indicated might be published and which appears 
on page four, 

His letter evades the specific question that was put to him. 


* * 


We asked him to consider that he was the man who had to 
drop the bomb and, taking it for granted that he had faced and 
understood the full horror that would be involved in such an 
action, to set out what would have to be the conditions present 
before he personally could do such a thing. 


It is possible that Mr. Healey may argue that he is not only 
a man but also a Member of Parliament, and that he could not 
say exactly when he would be willing to slaughter hundreds of 
thousands of men women and children without implying what 
in his view should be the attitude of a Labour Government in 
regard to such a question and that in consequence he would be 
contributing to the reduction of the “deterrent effect” that he 
believes to be necessary. 

*

We nevertheless think that a consideration that prevents Mr. 
Healey from separating the man from the politician in this con- 
nection is that he refuses to envisage as a possibility that he 
could conceivably be the man to discharge the hydrogen bomb. 


We say this in no spirit of adverse criticism. If he were to 
face the matter in the way that such an article as we suggested 
would require—if in fact he were ready to face the matter in 
his own mind at all—he would have to tell himself one of two 
things. 


He would either have to face the fact that he was the type of 
man who could inflict death on hundreds of thousands of children 
and unarmed men and women and appalling and dehumanising 
suffering on a great many more; or he would have to recognise 
that he could not conccive of any possible circumstances in which 
he would do this thing. 


We pay him the compliment to believe that the second 
alternative would be the true one; and we believe that the 
future of the world is so dangerously in doubt today because 
politicians on both sides of the power struggle find a way of 
refusing to face the evil by treating it as an abstraction rather 
than as something that can only be effected through human 


agency. 
* * 


Now if we are right in our assumption we believe we could 
approach every one of our 625 Members of Parliament for an 
article on “When I would drop a hydrogen bomb” and get 2 
refusal or a reply which, like that from Mr. Healey, would evade 
the issue. 


We do not believe that there is any single MP on either side 
of the House who would be ready to envisage the possibility that 
he might be the man called upon to discharge the hydrogen bomb. 


Our MPs should ask themselves this question: What is the 
type of man I shall expect to see discharge the hydrogen bomb ? 


* * 


We suggest that there are in a broad sense two possible 
answers to this question. 


Either a man of ordinary decent human instincts will be 
induced through war-time pressures and the excitement of war 
hatreds to do the thing, and it will have to be faced that he 
will have destroyed himself as a human being capable of living 
a human life afterwards (in such a case it would be the merciful 
thing to arrange that he should die as part of the act for which 
he was to be responsible) ; or he would have to be of the brute 
type, already something less than human, callous and incapable of 
human pity. 

Even assuming, what we deny, that the use of the H-bomb 
offered a promise of national security, to us it seems that each 
of the alternatives indicated is equally intolerable as a basis for 
the safety of the state. 


We believe that the use of the atom or hydrogen bomb for 
any purpose, even for defence in the unequivocal sense of the 
word, constitutes, in the phrase by which Reginald Thompson 
characterised it in our columns, the ultimate cowardice ; and we 
believe that our legislators can only commit themselves to its 
possible use by refusing to allow themselves to contemplate the 
character of the thing they are endorsing.

LETTER FROM THE USA 


Critical days 


rPPHE discussions at Geneva have 

reached a critical stage and the 
immediate future of Asia and the 
ultimate fate of the world may depend 
on decisions taken outside the Con- 
ference. 


For once we have seen Britain taking 
a real lead and our Foreign Secretary 
acting as a statesman and mediator, 
deserving of the best thanks of all peace- 
makers. This was the result of the 
refusal of the British Government to be 
stampeded into incalculable commit- 
ments in advance of the Conference. 


The fact that for once Britain was 
not automatically committed to the 
American view made it possible for our 
representative to act as a go-between, 
and it is only Mr. Eden’s work behind 
the scenes, with the assistance of Mr. 
Molotov, which has kept the Conference 
in being. 

We have seen the value of private 
conversations as against public propa- 
ganda speeches, and also a vindication 
of the assertion that the process of 
negotiation may well require the help 
of a mediator. 

Here is justification for the policy 
which Peace News has always advo- 
cated: a British lead, independent of 
America when necessary. Here is a 
foreshadowing of what a sufficiently im- 
portant neutral bloc might do as recon- 
cilers between the conflicting views of 
America and the Communist countries. 


Peace in Korea... 


HAT are the conflicting pro- 

" posals which Mr. Eden has been 
trying to reconcile? 

Both sides have professed to want a 
free, independent and united Korea, and, 
as in the case of Germany, the question 
has largely turned on the matter of free 
elections. The South Koreans have 
abandoned their original claim that 
there was no need to have elections in 
their part of the country and that the 
Government should be completed by the 
addition of delegates elected in North 
Korea. 

That claim was unsatisfactory if only 
because independent eyewitnessess had 
testified to the undue pressure and unfair 
police action exercised by Syngman 
Rhee against his opponents. 

The fact that in spite of such methods, 
which made a mockery of free elections, 
Rhee has not obtained a clear majority 
in the recent elections may account for 
the change of attitude of the South 
Koreans. It undoubtedly discounts any 
claim that he has made to be regarded 
as the automatic head of an all-Korean 
Government. 

The two points at issue are the super- 
vision of elections and the withdrawal of 
foreign troops. The North Koreans want 
the elections supervised by a neutral 
commission and all foreign troops with- 
drawn before the elections: the South 
want supervision by UN and the reten- 
tion of UN forces until the new 
Government is established. 

That might have been all very well 
had UN not been a belligerent in the 
war. Having become involved in the 
conflict UN must accept the conse- 
quence that it is no longer a neutral. 

If the Chinese forces are to be with- 
drawn so must the forces assisting South 
Korea. If the elections are to be 
supervised by a neutral commission the 
UN as such cannot qualify. 

Fortunately there remain nations who, 
if within UN, have not engaged in the 
war, and they are the only possible 
choice. We hope that the existing 
difficulty will be resolved in this way, 
and are grateful that India is in the 
position to take a lead and is apparently 
willing to do so. The arrivale of Mr. 
Krishna Menon may be a decisive 
factor. 


and Indo-China 


WHEN we turn to Indo-China the 

situation is more complicated 
because of Laos and Cambodia. The 
various proposals may be summarised as 
follows ; 

The French propose an_ immediate 
armistice ; partition of Viet Nam; 
international supervision of military 
arrangements under which Viet-minh

forces would be withdrawn from 
Laos and Cambodia ; and subsequent 
discussions for a political settlement. 


Viet Nam wants to avoid any temporary 
partition because it secks the unifica- 
tion of all its territory under its 
regime after new elections, the con- 
ditions for which and the supervision 
of which would be the responsibility 
of the United Nations. 


Viet-minh wants the political settlement 
to be agreed before an armistice comes 
into force ; French recognition of the 
independence of Viet Nam; withdraw- 
al of all foreign troops within agreed 
boundaries ; elections in Viet Nam, 
Laos and Cambodia for the purpose 
of setting up one united Government 
in each state, such elections to be 
carried out by “advisory conferences”; 
the three Governments to recognise 
France’s economic and_ cultural 
interests and to examine the question 
of entry into the French Union. 
There is at least the possibfity of an 

agreement based upon the grouping of 

the hostile forces on agreed areas, the 
provision for elections throughout Viet 

Nam under some kind of neutral super- 

vision. 

Here again India may play the decisive 
role. Nehru has let it be known that he 
is willing to use his good offices; 
India’s position of neutrality entitles her 
to the confidence of both sides, and 
Nehru’s proposals have been approved 
by the other Asian Prime Ministers in 
Colombo. 


Warning from 1949 


IN October 1949 when there was 

obvious danger of the war in Indo- 
China turning into an international con- 
flict, the editor of the Paris newspaper, 
Franc Tireur, proposed mediation by 
Nehru, apparently after the Indian 
Prime Minister had privately agreed in 
principle if the interested parties would 
accept him. 

Private enquiries produced agreement 
from Ho Chi-Minh subject to French 
agreement. Similar enquiries from 
France were met with a refusal on the 
ground that the Indian attitude to 
French possessions there made Nehru 
unacceptable. Finally a faked and com- 
pletely false report of a statement sup- 
posed to have been made by Nehru to 
the British Government was used to 
torpedo the attempt. 

We ho that nothing similar will 
now be allowed to interfere with what 
represents the best hope for peace in 
Indo-China. 


If Geneva fails 


NEVERTHELESS, when due tribute 
+ has been paid to Mr. Eden's work 
and to Mr. Molotov’s support, and due 
hope has been expressed about the 
prospect of Indian mediation, the pos- 
sibility remains that this week might see 
the failure of the Geneva Conference. 

Should that happen we must urge that 
the armistice in Korea be continued, in 
spite of anything Rhee may say or do, 
and that an attempt be made to secure 
an armistice in Indo-China which will 
prevent the continuation and spread of 
the fighting there. 

It needs to be repeated that in both 
cases the admittance of the Peking 
Government to its rightful place in UN 
would radically change the situation and 
has become a matter of urgency. 

If the Geneva Conference fails it will 
be a further reason for real statesman- 
ship, and not for a panic decision to 
form a South-East Asia Treaty Organi- 
sation, still less to intervene in Indo- 
China. 

Irresponsible politicians, like Mr. Dulles, 
must be made to realise that noth- 
ing less than the future of civilisation 
is at stake, not through a possible spread 
of Communism but through their actions

which might so easily precipitate a third 
world war. 


They have no right to gamble with 
death. 


Unfortunately so long as_ wishful 
thinking enables them to accept without 
question that any lessening of tension 
is due to the policy of negotiation from 
strength and its enshrinement in NATO, 
they may be deluded enough to believe 
that a SEATO may stop the spread of 
Communism there. 


Wise statesmanship would see the 
real causes underlying the conflict 
in Indo-China, the troubles in Malaya, 
the dangers of the emergent Africa, 
and seek to find the solution not in so- 
called defensive pacts but in the determi- 
nation to grant self-government, inde- 
pendence and adequate aid to those who 
for far too long have been exploited by 
many of the nations who arrogate to 
themselves the title of “ free.” 


Behind closed doors 


ANOTHER conference, not less 
*™ important than Geneva has been 
going on behind the closed doors of 
Lancaster House in London. 


There the sub-committee of the UN 
Disarmament Commission has brought 
together representatives of the USA, 
Britain, France, Canada and the USSR 
as the powers principally involved in 
the question of disarmament in general 
and of atomic weapons in particular. 


Among other matters being discussed 
are President Eisenhower's proposals 
for an atomic bank, and the views put 
forward by Nehru, as well as proposals 
for inspection and control previously 
before the Commission. 


We are glad that the British repre- 
sentative is Mr. Selwyn Lloyd for we 
have reason to feel some confidence in 
his general approach to these difficult 
problems. We wish we could say the 
same of the French representative, for 
M. Jules Moch is, in our view, too much 
under American influence, 


The secrecy which surrounds the meet- 
ings — essential for success — has 
prevented Lancaster House from being 
used as another platform for propaganda 
speeches, and we understand that the 
general atmosphere has therefore been 
more conciliatory and hopeful. 


We may have to wait for six or seven 
weeks before we are told anything 
about the conference. 


If misunderstandings—always possible 
and previously in evidence when impor- 
tant formal and vital words have to be 
translated into different languages—are 
to be avoided, the discussions cannot be 
hurried. 


The Church and the 
bomb 


"HE widely expressed admiration for 

Dr. Soper’s outspokenness on the 
H-bomb is an indication of the way 
people look to the Church for leader- 
ship and guidance on great moral issues. 


This fact was underlined on Monday 
in another context. 

A letter to the editor of The Times 
quoted the following passages from The 
Forrestal Diaries ; a note of a conversa- 
tion between the American Secretary of 
Defence, Mr. Forrestal, and Mr. Attlee, 
then Prime Minister, at 10 Downing 
Street, on November 12, 1948: 


“ Attlee said that there was no divi- 
sion in the British public mind about 
the use of the atomic bomb—they 
were for its use. Even the Church 
in recent days had publicly taken that 
Position.” 


Mr. Attlee had evidently referred to 
the Report of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury’s Commission on the Atom Bomb 
issued in that year. It maintains that 
self-defence may justify even indiscri- 
minate slaughter by the bomb. 


Mr. Attlee, who had agreed to the 
dropping of the atom bombs on Japan 
in 1945, was justifiably confident in 
1948 that the politicians had the Church 
in their pockets. 


We hope there is a little less certainty 
of this today, although the Lower House 
of the Convocation has not given us 
much encouragement. 
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FINHE National Council of the American 

Fellowship of Reconciliation, has gone 
on record as opposing the current rash of 
measures before the United States Congress 
intended in one way or another to outlaw 
the Communist Party: 


An obvious temptation 


We recognise that the Communist move- 
ment is in some aspects an international 
conspiracy and that it may be difficult in 
some cases to draw distinctions between 
legal and illegal, socially legitimate and 
socially illegitimate practices. It is possible, 
for example, that some members of the 
Communist Party may also be members of 
an espionage apparatus. The writings and 
speeches of Communists may have an effect 
on the morale of civilians and even soldiers 
in time of crisis, The ordinary citizen may 
find it hard to distinguish between general 
advocacy of revolutionary change and direct 
incitement to violence, which, in the phrase 
employed by the courts, involves “ clear and 


civilians but too many Government leaders 
unfortunately yield, to lump together all 
activities of the Communist Party and of 
Communists as part of a conspiratorial 
organism directed from Moscow. 


Nevertheless, it is in the best tradition of 
democracy to make scrupulous distinction 
between advocacy of mistaken or even 


of their power or corrected by imprisoning 
or executing those who proclaim them. 


A dangerously false notion of how the 
evils of Communism can be effectively 
combatted underlies the current proposals, 
is fostered by them, and will be encouraged 
if they are enacted into law. Communism 
as a political economic force cannot grow 


America’s anti-communist laws 


dangerous ideas and subversive actions such 
as espionage, between general advocacy of 
revolutionary change or even of violence on 
the one hand, and direct incitement to 
violence involving “clear and present 
danger” to persons, property and Govern- 
ment, on the other. 


Difficulty in drawing distinctions in these 
matters leads totalitarian regimes to resort 
to crude and wholesale repression. Demo- 
cracies place the responsibility for drawing 
lines and avoiding the scuttling of “due 
process” upon the courts. 


in this or any other country if substantial 
justice and equality prevail. Repressive 
measures in such a situation are unnecessary 
and silly. If, on the other hand, inequality, 
injustice and oppression are the lot of any 
considerable number, suppression of a mov- 
ment which seems to offer a remedy will not 
destroy or hurt that movement, but add to 
its appeal by giving it the halo of martyr- 
dom. It will divert attention, furthermore, 
from those measures of reform which would 
deprive Communism of soil in which to 
grow. 


on these grounds, the attempt at suppression 
can only increase its prestige and appeal. 


The prestige of the USA is low prac- 
tically everywhere in the world today. In 
large measure this is due to the widespread 
fecling that the American people are the 
prey of nervousness, fear and hysteria. 


Many of those who are dismayed at this 
development in a great and powerful nation 
share the conviction that there are real and 
serious threats to freedom and peace in the 
world. But precisely because of this their 
own apprehension is deepened if they see 
the opposite to steady nerves, clearheaded- 
ness and confidence in the American people.

When in 1947 
American Federal 
racial segregation laws —

may State segregation 
laws, notably the “ Jim 
Crow” laws of the 
southern States,  re- 
mained. Even more 
formidable was the 
deep-rooted de facto 
segregation based upon 
custom, prejudice and 
fear, 


Faced, therefore, with the task of demolish- 
ing this psychological barrier CORE had or- 
ganised white and coloured workers, employ- 
ing a strategy and tactics which could possibly 
best be explained by reference to specific in- 
stances. 


Equality staging an 


Plenty of sympathy 


Deciding to break down the colour bar 
which still remained in the “white” section 
of Washington, CORE had brought pressure 
to bear upon a series of individual cafes until, 
a given number having reldxed their ‘ bar,” 
the majority of others eventually agreed, seem- 
ingly overnight, to relax theirs, too. 


In no two instances had the technique em- 
ployed by CORE, in approaching the indi- 
vidual cafes, been identical. In one instance 
a coloured member had entered a cafe, been 
refused service by the proprietor on_ the 
grounds that the white clientele would not 
tolerate a Negro in their midst, had appealed 
personally to the white people there and then 
assembled, and had received their invitation 
to go ahead and eat. In another instance 
CORE had packed a quite large cafe with 
carefully selected white members of their or- 
ganisation, after which mixed Negro and white 
couples had entered and had remained stand- 
ing about until they, too, had received the in- 
vitation of the persons then dining to sit down 
and eat with them. 


Similar examples could. be quoted with 
reference to playing fields, public vehicles and 
theatres. The lesson to be learned was that 
there existed a very large fund of sympathy 
and understanding among the ordinary people 
both of America and .the world on racial and 
other discriminatory practices. The important 
thing was to appeal to that fund of sympathy 
in such a manner that it could be tapped, 
rather than alarmed, put on the defensive and 
destroyed. 


Accordingly CORE refused steadfastly to

Everywhere I found it greeted with 
the most avid attention. Believe it or not, the 
average man or woman, in spite of all the 
hostile stories that are channelled to him 
daily, is bored with the news blackout we 
live under ; wants to know what all the peoples 
of the world, including the Russians and 
Chinese, are thinking about and doing—hopes 
that some day all barriers to communication 
between the peoples will be down. 

“ Of all the places I visited, I found Boston 
and Washington most obsessed with the Red 
Scare—with my own town of Cincinnati next 
in line, and other towns in a descending 
relative scale.” 


Puppets stolen from 
inter-racial theatre 


TINHE entire collection of 75 puppets belong- 

ing to Miss Betty Coleman of Bulawayo, 
S. Rhodesia was stolen recently and dumped in 
a ditch. 

Miss Coleman and her mother Mrs, G. G. 
Coleman, have for many years run the 
“Peoplekins Puppet Theatre” and are well- 
known in Central Africa for their inter-racial 
theatre group. 

In recent years they have been responsible 
for starting an African Eisteddfod. Mrs. 
Coleman has been described as “the most 
courageous defender of non-European rights” 
in Bulawayo. It was the practice of the Cole- 
mans to give frequent puppet shows to African 
audiences, At the time that the dolls were 
stolen Miss Coleman and her mother were 
due to leave on a tour of African districts in 
the Rhodesias and South Africa. 

The puppets took seven years to make and 
were valued at £1,000. They included 
characters from Shakespearean plays, correct 
down to the last bow and ruffie. 


Commenting on the outrage, Mrs. Coleman 
said, “It’s simply hitting below the belt. It 
makes one wonder what Bulawayo is coming 


to.

Vienna War Resisters have issued a leafiet 
containing a resolution against the remili- 
tarisation of Austria.

The State must 


respect the person 
—WELSH PACIFISTS 


“We must approach the subject of war 
realistically, not sentimentally,” said Dr. Tudur 
Jones, speaking at a meeting of the Baptist 
Pacifist Society held on the occasion of the 
Annual Assembly of the Welsh Baptist Union 
at Amlwch, Anglesey, recently. 

He was talking on “ The Political Implica- 
tions of Christian Pacifism.” 


“War,” went on Dr. Jones, ‘is the most 
pitiless of the scourges of the modern world. 
Its roots are psychological, political, social and 
economic ; the depravity of our human nature 
is clearly manifested in warfare. Christians 
are not perfectionists. Compromise is 
obviously unavoidable, but Christianity stands 
for the subservience of material force to Jaw. 

“The teaching of Jesus is relevant to our 
present plight. We are called to enthrone love. 
This implies a refusal to worship. the State. 
It also means that we will not be surprised or 
terrified when the secular State loses control 
of itself. 


Keep the State in its place 


“The State also is under divine authority. 
‘ Ordained’ in the traditional teaching of St. 
Paul in Romans 13 means ‘kept in its place.’ 
The State is not Satan’s, but Christ’s. In the 
light of the Cross only can the Christian act 
politically. The Church must declare God’s 
mpssaee unequivocally to the State today, 
that: 

“1, It must respect the person ; 

“2.It must act according to the highest 
social standard of its own society ; 

“3. It must consider that material force is 
not in the final analysis able to conquer evil. 

“War is a refutation of all these three 
canons. It cannot be Christianised. 

“ Refusal to countenance or take part in war 
is one of the Christian ‘absolutes.’ 

“The Holy Spirit is surely at work in the 
Church in our day guiding us to call on the 
human family to end war before war ends us.” 

Rev. D. Eirwyn Morgan and Rosina Davies 
also spoke and there was an excellent congre- 
gation. 


AUSTRALIAN MEETING 
ON H-BOMB 


Under, the title, “ Hydrogen Bomb—chal- 
lenge to humanity,” a meeting was called 
recently in Adelaide Town Hall. 

The speakers were Prof. Sir Kerr Grant, 
Emeritus Professor of Physics at the Univers- 
ity of Adelaide; Mary Smith, social psycho- 
logist; Professor G. V. Portus, Emeritus Pro- 
fessor of Political Science and History; and 
Professor W. P. Rogers, Professor of Zoology 
at the University of Adelaide. Rev. E. H. 
Woolacott of the Methodist Church was in 
the chair. 

Sir Kerr Grant said that he did not think 
“a future war would be prevented by fear of 
retaliation or any ban proposed by _ the 
United Nations and accepted by all major 
parties.” 

Miss Smith asked whether the psychological 
warfare of “Mein Kampf” was not the war 
being waged at present. Rev. Woolacott 
pleaded for an end to the deadlock between 
East and West. 


The mecting was well attended and a great encourage- 
ment to peace workers in Adelaide.

Magistrates would not order 


medical examination 


"PSHE Magistrates at Kingston-on-Thames 
have declined to make an order for a con- 
scientious objector to be medically examined. 
The CO, John Bentley, has been prosecuted 
in the same court three times. 

On the first two occasions he was_ fined 
amounts totalling £56 6s. Od., his solicitor, 
Denis Hayes, submitting that there were special 
reasons why the Court should not follow its 
almost invariable practice in these cases and 
send him to prison for three months. 

These could not be dismissed as “ very 
small” fines, said Denis Hayes when he 
addressed the court for the third time. The 
Ministry of Labour had stated repeatedly that 
they prosecuted COs three times, only when 
the first prosecutions resulted in “ derisory ” 
sentences. It was certainly not so in this case. 


The Bench fined John Beniley £5, with £3 3s, costs, for 
his failure to attend for examination, but they made no 
order for him to submit,

Journal of World History 


HE first number of the “ Journal of World 
History” a new quarterly*, has just 
appeared in three languages. This publication, 
edited by Mr. Lucien Febvre, Professor at the 
Collége de France, is an important part of a 
larger undertaking, the preparation entrusted 
by UNESCO to an International Commission 
of a Scientific and Cultural History of 
Mankind. 


The purpose of the Journal is to provide 
material for the Commission in connection 
with the history which it is preparing, to make 
this material known to those whom the project 
interests; and at the same time to submit 
the material to the criticism of experts in 
the various fields involved. In this manner 
the Journal is intended to help scholars of 
all countries to solve in common the prob- 
lems of interpretation and presentation posed 
by the preparation of the History. 


The first part of the present number includes 
such articles as “ An Interpretation of Islamic 
History” and “Atlantic Economy, World 
Economy, 1504-1650," while the second part 
offers more specialised studies such as “ Recent 
Literature on Overseas Missionary Movements 
from 1300 to 1650,” and “ Linguistic Connex- 
ions of the Altaic Invaders of North China 
in the 4th and 5th Centuries.”

Why we must have 


the H-bomb 
—DENIS HEALEY, MP 


We recently invited Mr. Denis Healey MP 
to state a case in Peace News on the moral- 
ity of making and being prepared to use the 
hydrogen bomb. We suggested as a title 
“When I would drop a hydrogen bomb”, 
and invited him to set out the essential cir- 
cumstances that would have to be present 
before he could feel justified in taking such 
action. The following is his reply: 


I BELIEVE that the West's possession of 

atomic weapons has since 1945 acted as a 
deterrent against Russia taking steps which in- 
volve a great risk of general warfare. Now 
that Russia herself has A and H-bombs, I 
believe that she will be deterred from using 
them only so long as her potential victims 
have the power to retaliate in kind. 

Both of these deterrents would lose much of 
their effect if the West were to state in advance 
precisely in what circumstances it would and 
would not use atomic weapons, since this 
would give Russia carte blanche to do as she 
liked short of creating those circumstances. 


Tito talks like a Third Camper 


RESIDENT TITO of Yugoslavia speaking in Belgrade 
recently said : 

“We always base our foreign policy on the principled 
attitude of maintaining peace over a long and lasting 
period. We desire to avoid war, to create the possibility 
of our peoples avoiding another catastrophe of the kind 
they have experienced in the past, and to develop 
peacefully, for Socialism cannot be developed in a war 
situation. 

““We have reached the conviction that if the present 
division of the world continues, and if the blocs go on 
keeping themselves at arms length, then a conflict is 
inevitable. 

“We should do all we can to prevent this, and through 
our own endeavours weaken the tendencies of those who 
are for aggression.” 


unscientific 
—DOCTORS

“TT is incompatible with the dignity of the 
European to admit that he fears the 
unarmed African tribesman, or that his 
privileges are threatened. Therefore he has to 
tationalise his fears, to discover that the 
African is not fully human, that he has a 
smaller skull, that he is genetically different, 
with a physiognomy inferior to his own” said 
D. D. G. Leys, Chairman of the Medical 
Association for the Prevention of War. 


He was speaking on “The Concept of Race” 
at the Annual General Meeting of the Associa- 
tion. 


“ As Doctors we have a splendid opportunity 
to let in light” he continued. It was the 
simple duty of the doctor to refute these 
pseudo-scientific and pseudo-ethical considera- 
tions at every opportunity, and to give the true 
facts in regard to racial superiority, inter- 
marriage, and social conditions. 


Beware of statistics 


_ Dealing with the mental aspects of the sub- 
ject Dr. Penrose warned the audience against 
accepting Statistics at their face value. In 
South Africa for example, it was said that 
mental illness was most frequent among white 
people, but that more coloured people were in 
prison. Might it not be that the proportion 
of mental illness was roughly the same, but 
that “in one case you landed in prison, and 
in the other in hospital.” 


American army tests showed that British 
born people came near the top in intelligence, 
the Eastern Europeans lower down, and the 
Negroes lower still. Yet so great was the 
variation from State to State that the Negroes 
in New York and Pennysylvania came higher 
than the whites in Kentucky and Alabama, a 
fact which can only be explained by ack- 
nowledging the relation between enviroment 
and mental efficiency. 


In Jamaica where blacks and whites are 
taught in the same school, tests showed that 
the blacks came out best in regard to discrimi- 
nation of pitch and rhythm, and at arithmetic, 
but worse at common sense and verbal tests. 
Yet if one examined the questions in the 
commonsense examination one realised that 
blacks and whites might differ in regard to the 
answers they gave without this in any way 
indicating inferiority in either case. 


Speaking on the physical aspect of this 
question, Dr. Barnicot said that many of the 
qualities generally regarded as genetic, were in 
fact the result of environment. Recent investi- 
gation among Eskimos had shown that if the 
Eskimo adopted a diet similar to that of the 
European—less meat for one thing—then his 
blood tests could in some respects be made to 
resemble those of the European. Similarly the 
European, who was at first unable to handle 
things at arctic temperatures—the circulatory 
regulation of their fingers being somewhat 
different—could be acclimatised to show the 
same kind of reaction as the Eskimo. 


Watched by millions 


“The question of Race Relations is insepar- 
able from that of world peace” said Mr. Solly 
Sachs, General Secretary of the Garment 
workers Union in South Africa. “ The world 
is fast becoming one unity, and racial dis- 
crimination reverberates throughout the whole 
world. When Joseph Murumbi cannot be 
served in a bar in London, when Seretse 
Khama is insulted, 15 thousand million pairs 
of eyes are watching; they see it not as 
something done to two individuals ; it is a part 
of that system against which they are fighting, 
an insult and injury to each member of the 
coloured community.” 


The visitor to South Africa may be shown 


| the rations given to some African workers. 


He may be impressed. Some are indeed 
scientifically fed—like cattle—herded into 
compounds far away from their relations, their 
women folk and. all normal social contacts. 
You cannot solve the colour problem by 
denying to a population all civic, social and 
political rights. 


In conclusion he maintained that there was 
not a single item of evidence to prove that the 
development of the African nor the influx of 
the African into industry would in any way 
undermine conditions for the European. This 
was a subject to which he had given many 
years of study, in South Africa. 


Concluding the meeting Dr. Leys said that the 
MAPW believed that an international medical 
service should be a channel of understanding 
for the promotion of peace, breaking down 
the suspicions which exist on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain—such suspicions, for example, 
as had caused Russia to withdraw from the 
World Health Organisation. The recent interest 
of Russia in the specialised agencies of the 
United Nations was a hopeful sign. 


A plan by which scientists from all parts of 
the world might come together to make some 
appreciation of the situation arising from the 
H-bomb and seek some positive way out of the 
impasse, was under discussion.

=formist and which so far has refused to be 
silenced. 

On the other hand he believes we under- 
estimate the gravity of the situation when 
one allows for the fact that Senator Mc- 
= Carthy cannot be held personally respon- 
= sible for all the present restrictions on 
= thought and action in the US. Mr. Bristol 
gives us a number of incredible but never- 
theless true examples of the present trend 
towards totalitarianism.

History since 1945 


WH the publication of Sir Winston 

Churchill’s final volume of war history, 
his admirers are proclaiming afresh his un- 
exampled prescience in 1945 in being the only 
statesman to divine the truth about Russia’s 
real intentions of world domination, ete. 


Now my impression is that at each turn in 
world politics, at least from 1946 onwards 
when the Baruch proposals were considered by 
the Atomic Energy Commission, America has 
not lacked men whose one thought was how 
to retain her position of advantage in a 
“‘ global” strategy directed against Russia. 


If this is so, then it is possible to argue that 
every succeeding move of Russia’s has been 
made in the light of a conviction that 
America’s real intentions were world domina- 
tion, etc. 

A vicious circle of this kind is not news to pacifists. 
But the point is that while it cannot be said that one 
Person is responsible for a vicious circle, one person 
often initiates it. Is it not conceivable that Churchill, 
far from being the one person to perceive what Russia 
was up to in 1945, was the person who did most to 
ensure that Russia’s policy should be what it actualy was? 


As often happens, we are apt to create the thing we are 
most afraid of when we are actuated by fear.

this warfare.” If this is so then the attack 
would presumably be initiated from the other 
side and we could expect the first blows. 

This is apparently the view of the Minister 
of Defence, Lord Alexander, who according 
to the Copenhagen correspondent of the Scots- 
man (April 27, 1954) made it clear to Danish 
military officers that “he believed that Britain 
would be singled out for the heaviest Soviet 
atom attack.” Lord Alexander went on to 
emphasise “that tven if the attacks went so 
far as to practically knock out Britain as a 
fighting force the war would be continued 
from Canada and other parts of the Common- 
wealth.” 

Lord Alexander told the Danes that “we 
are bound to win in the end.” 

But what in the process of continuing the 
war would be the fate of Britain’s civil popula- 
tion and that of the peoples of Western 
Europe? They would be left to die in atomised 
cities while the war leaders made speeches over 
the wireless from America. It would be 


BRITAIN’S 
OPPORTUNITY 
IN S. AFRICA

BRITAIN could offer a more construc- 

tive lead at the United Nations 
on the question of South Africa, Michael 
Scott told a crowded meeting at Friends’ 
House, London, on Monday. 


He was speaking at the last of a series of 
meetings on ‘The Danger Spots of the World” 
organised by the National Peace Council. 

If Britain were to propose to the United 
Nations that the UN Commission on South 
Africa should examine, not the situation in 
South Africa—for we all knew what was wrong 
—but the ways and means to a solution of the 
problem, and if the Commission had at its 
disposal the good will and services of the 
specialised agencies, the World Health Organi- 
sation, the Food and Agriculture Organisation, 
and the’ Techinical Assistance Board, then scope 
for action would be enormous. 

“if in this instance,’ he’ contmued, 
“instead of waiting for a request from the 
country itself, we could offer processed foods 
to those who are hungry; medical care in 
districts where children are dying at the rate 
of from 300 to 500 per 1,000; and if we 
could say, to the African peoples ‘If you 
want to develop the African reserves we will 
afford you the money and means to do so, 
with conditions In accordance with the UN 
Charter,’ then I believe there are enough 
people in Africa who would respond to 4 
practical programme for regional develop- 
ment.” : 
We could gain some encoragement and in- 

spiration from the past he continued. Britain 
had taken the lead in the establishment of 
parliamentary institutions, the freedom of the 
ress, the creation of the Trade Union and 
Es operaiine movements, the emancipation of 
women. 


| There had been a great extension of the 
frontiers of freedom in the world through the 
flexibility of British institutions.

to all 15 nations who are members, and was 

made public without comment.

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precious little comfort to us to know that 
Russia’s industrial population was being 
atomised and destroyed at the same time. 

Why would Britain be in such a position of 
terrible danger in the event of war? Churchill 
has clearly stated the reason. Because we had 
become the base of the bombers that were 
out to destroy Russia. 


Russia would have no military reason for 
an H-bomb attack on Britain, if Britain were 
not an anti-Russian bombing base. A Britain 
which had no H-bombs, no atom bombers and 
had ceased to be America’s main bombing 
base in Europe would be in less danger of 
attack from Russian bombers. 


Ban H-bomb now 


We should therefore cease from manufactur- 
ing H-bombs and atom bombs and end the 
agreement with USA by which American 
bombers are stationed in Britain. 

At the same time we should proceed with an 
immediate reduction of our expenditure on 
other armaments on the grounds that conven- 
tional armaments are obsolete in an uncon- 
ventional situation and such as would be 
created by the explosion of an H-bomb, that 
the country’s economy cannot stand continued 
expenditure on a Defence Programme, that on 
grounds of self. preservation alone it is 
undesirable that we should continue expendi- 
ture on an arms programme which makes 
Great Britain one of the most dangerous and 
vulnerable spots in the world and that for 
humanitarian, moral and other reasons the 
time has come for a British Labour Govern- 
ment to take the initiative in the Western 
world corresponding to that taken by India 
in the East. 


THE CONSCRIPT 
AND THE H-BOMB

Cuming, the General Secretary of the NCC. 

The Council are encouraged by the success 
of this, their first venture in the Square, and 
intend to hold a series of similar meetings 
during the summer. 


Pacifists at Youth Rally 


MPHE Assembly of British Youth, which 

opens with a social evening tonight 
(Friday), works up into the climax of its main 
business on Saturday and hopes to simmer 
down, dressed overall, into a _ triumphat 
Trafalgar Square finale. 

Hired for the purpose are the Royal 
Horticultural Hall and St. Pancras Town Hall. 
Two thousand delegates from all parts of the 
British Isles have had to be catered for and the 
extensive preliminary work has been carried 
out by the British Youth Festival Committee. 

The Pacifist Youth Action Group have 
worked with the Festival Committee and will 
provide several active delegates, including 
David Lane and Ian Dixon. Tony Blackmore, 
Organising Secretary of PYAG will be 
Chairman. 

Several young Quakers and Methodists will 
participate together with individuals and 
delegates from Trade Unions, Universities, 
Youth and Sports Clubs, the Young Com- 
munist League, the Labour League of Youth 
and ad hoc organisations. 

The fly in the ointment to many people is 
that an open door is always painted red. The 
PYAG point of view, as expressed by Tony 
Blackmore, is that “ faced with 2,000 politically 
active and interested young people, it is a 
reflection both on the worth of our argument 
and on our powers of persuasion, if we dare 
not compare our views with those of our 
Communist friends.”

‘Peace with honour’”’ 


The outcome (of the Geneva talks on Indo-China) may well prove once again 
that honest negotiation cannot by itself secure an honourable peace, unless backed 


by the alternative of force. 


[T is being said, and in some cases in- 

dignantly refuted, that Eden’s efforts 
at Geneva to secure an agreement in the 
Indo-China conflict are comparable to 
Chamberlain’s “ appeasement” of Hitler 
at Munich. 


Whoever it was who coined the phrase 
“comparisons are odious,” left out of account 
that, on the whole, comparisons are useless. 
It is very seldom indeed that two persons, 
events, or circumstances, are _ sufficiently 
similar to make comparison a_ constructive 
and helpful exercise. 


“ Appeasement,” since that tragic attempt to 
bargain for peace when it was already years 
too late, has come to be synonymous with 
“betrayal.” There were many people, and 
quite a few newspapers, who rejoiced at the 
news which Chamberlain brought back from 
Munich that he had secured “ peace with hon- 
our;” moreover these same people and many 
others, have been reiterating ever since that 
never again would we allow military unpre- 
paredness to lead us into such an impasse. 


* 


The result of this propaganda and the con- 
stant comparison between the present situation 
and the years before 1939, has led Govern- 
ments to be prepared, if negotiations should 
ultimately fail, to blow the whole world to 
pieces ! 


This being rather a drastic move, and no 
one wishing to be openly responsible for it, 
some efforts are being made at Geneva to 
reach a settlement in Indo-China that will in- 
clude in it a pretty piece of “ face-saving.” 


That this should be necessary is due to the 
fact that military strength is still regarded as 
the symbol of power and prestige. The French 
have suffered a defeat in the field of battle, 
which, had it occured to the opposing forces, 
would undoubtedly have occasioned a great 
howl for unconditional surrender. 


Surrender is a battle-cry, and belongs to 
war; but to surrender at the conference table, 
to concede even one inch, so long as the 
weapons of war are still in the hands of the 
negotiators, is a very different matter. 


The day must come, unless the world is first 
destroyed by those who believe otherwise, 
when negotiations will be honest because they 
are undertaken on the basis of a will to find 
agreement, and without the backing of arms. 


To speak of “honest” negotiation failing 
to secure an “honourable” peace in the pre- 
sent context is to wrap up in high-sounding 
words a palpable lie. There cannot be honest 
negotiation where the bargaining is backed by 
the threat of “massive retaliation.” There 
cannot be an honourable peace where the 
words are still synonymous with victory in

the Friends House Meeting last week have all 
received a letter from Sybil Morrison, Chair- 
man of the Standing Joint Pacifist Committee, 
outlining the six-point programme.

A film all church 


leaders should see 


POPE PIUS X, hero of the film “Secret 

Conclave” (Marble Arch Pavilion), is to 
be canonised on May 29. He should, I feel, 
be the patron Saint of Pacifism. 

In this film which is unequal in quality but 
passionately sincere, we see incidents in the 
life of a humble parish priest who became, 
against his wish, the supreme Pontiff. 

The climax comes in the year of his death, 
1914. When the aging Pope is told of the 
Sarajevo murders and the general preparations 
for war, he cries ‘‘ Let us mobilise, for peace!” 
and directs all Papal delegates accordingly. 

Defying his doctors, he prays and works 
unremittingly to avert the horror he foresees. 
Meanwhile we see mobilisation flashes from 
Austria, Servia, Russia (“our ancient goal of 
Constantinople!”), Germany (“‘ the wheat fields 
of the Ukraine!), Britain and France (‘the 
cowardly pacts of pacifism ... only war can 
purge society!”). 

Pius X tells theological students to remember 
that they are all God’s children, and his grief 
at the knowledge that they may soon be fight- 
ing on opposite sides is what really kills him. 
The Austro-Hungarian Ambassador comes to 
beg his blessing for Catholic troops bound for 
the front, but the Pope refuses. 

“My blessing cannot be for those going 
to war. My blessing is for those who fight 
for peace.” 

To hear such words from the former Head 


; of the most powerful Church in Christendom 


is a heartening experience. Religious leaders 
of all kinds should be urged, nay compelled, to 
see this film. S.S.

battle, or refusal to concede. Obviously the 
first step is to call off the fight. 


There has been no retreat from the con- 
stantly expressed determination of the Western 
Powers to negotiate from strength; that this 
policy has resulted, not only in a race of 
atomic armaments, but in an overwhelming 
fear which overshadows all attempts at agree- 
Ment is now obvious to all. The threat of 
force cannot, in fact, secure an honourable 
peace, simply becaus a peace secured only by 
menaces will not be permanent, and is open 
to the gravest injustices. 


The Observer is a newspaper that has, on more 
than one occasion, spoken with a democratic 
liberalism which sounded well in the ears of 
pacifists; it is sad, therefore, to read so out- 
worn a Cliché in its leader column, at a time 
when the nation waits for some morai lead, 
and indeed for some sound commonsense to 
penetrate the abysmal darkness into which 
national pride and fears have plunged the so- 
called “free world.” 


Free to fight an atomic war, but not free, 
apparently, to concede the folly of it, let alone 
the sin, and start afresh. A new start is what 
the world needs, and it is not too late; it is 
never too late to do what is right. Time may 
not be on our side, but righteousness is, and 
the task is ours.
